' Ac QUIDS knew of VAJTA's background and record* he at first refused to main* 
tain contact with hi»j hut i tea VAJTA prosdeed to provide help for the Hungar- 
ian refugees through hie "high level Italian contacts” * QALEBS decided to 
utilise hi a offer of assistance.

Source has known GAUtfS for the past 15 Tears* and when be arrived in Home the 
early pert of March 1X7* be phoned QAIUJS for an appointment. Vben Source 
saw QALUJS, he was info need that VAJTA would like to eee him to explain his 
past and present activities. Source knew 7AJTA before the war in Budapest and 
Rome) in Boos* VAJTA had been a correspondent for the various Hungarian news- 
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GALLO S arranged the mooting between Source and VAJTA and they drove to Ostia, 
out elds of Rome* for their conference. Before meeting Source, VAJTA and QAIXITS 
had lumh with a Hr. FBCCRA I and a certeiA^^Iil Those are VAJTA* a main 
Italian contacted F gCCRAK la known aa the best friend of FfflHARX of the 
Italian Ministry of ^htorioT, is in charge of oonfcrol of foreigners. Dur- 
ing the luncheon* the problem of the Hungarian refqgoeo was discussed and both 
VAJTA and (MJLLDS wore elated because tney learned that this problem has been 
favorably solved. Hone of the Hungarian refugees will be forced to leave Italy. 



4* VAJTA told Source that lie had b een ar rested in Austria in 1945# as the r esult 
of the denunciation of Karoiy BOCRCCR* (Source's comment i At that tine BOCHKCR 
was a voluntary informant for OSS in Austria. Many of the Hungarian Nazis and 
□sobers of the former Hunger! as goramoeat were arrested on infbmation provided 
by BOCHKCBc BOCHKCB is a young Hungarian merchant who lived in Vienna during 
the war. Prior to that time he had been a student of Catholic theology in 
Budapest. At the present time, he makes the purchaser for the Amy PX gift 
shop in Vienna. ) 

5* VAJTA said that he was arrested first ty the CIC end then confined In Dachau by 
the Seventh Amy. In the fall of 1945* he escaped from Dachau with the aid of 
vlsitlrg British officers. Tor several weeks he lived as a manual laborer *n 
a faro in Bavaria. From there he wanted to go to Pario where he had friends* 
attoi^ who® he mentioned a Monsieur De VTOUX, the relative of a former French 
diplomat to the Italy See. On his wsy to Paris, ho stopped at Sanfct Anton in 
the French Zone, Austria, to visit the Hapsburg Archduke Francis Joseph and his 
wife, Annar V.*hile he was talking to the Archduke* Anna went to the Surete and 
denounced him. Upon leaving the Archduke's residence he vas arrested by the 
French, taken to Innsbruck and treated very badly. From the prison, he wrote 
letters to De VTOUX and <*.hers, stating that he never had been a member of the 
Hungarian Naad Party; that he had made mistakes, but he was a young man who had 
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only fought Coomuniam. Be requested hlo friends to help his-. After several 
tjeeks had paseed, he -was taken out of the prison and placed under custody in 
the Hotel Boat, Innsbruck, and treated well. Re vas then contacted by a Ce.pt. 

He 9KUK90R, Chief of tl» Bureau de Docwwntstion, who told M n the French 
service believed that he had not done aqfthing detrimental,, BHOUGHNON then re- 
quested him to collaborate with the French Intelligence Service. This collab- 
oration was for the purpose of intelligence among the Balkan people, censorship 
of letters, and foundation of political plans for Balkan refugee groups. 

(Source was of the opinion that VAJTA eventually become a paid employee of the 
Bureau de Documentation. ) 

6* VAJTA said hie main aim me to create a unified Balkan ant i-Bolaheviet ic front 
against the Soviets, but without any D.S. or British interference* He told 
Source that the people in the French Intelligence Service in Innsbruck and in 
Baden-Baden were extremely* pleased whenever a mistake was made in tJ.S. policy 
in either Austria or Germany, resenting U.S. attempts to dominate the European 
scene. 

7* During his stay in Innsbruck, VAJTA censored letters from Hungarian dissident 
diplomats In Paris written to officials in the Hungarian Government, among t hem 
BAKACB-BZSSaOKX's* At that time, these diplomats were voiy eager to offer 
their services to the Hungarian Gov e rnment and the F.I.S. 

Be Durin g this period, the whole French Service was under tho influence of General 
BTXttOCJABD, French ooa'nukcr in Austria, who supported, with any means, the 
Hungarian and Austrian ttomrehiste, 

9. IVhon the brothers of Otto of Bapsburg cade to Innsbruck oarly in 1%6, VAJTA 
held several conferences vdth them, on behalf of the French. Also, when Otto 
arrived in Innsbruck, the F.I.S. gave orders to VAJTA to make contact with him. 
VAJTA did not want to make the contact and he told the French that if he did 
he would "leave the French service and Join Otto completely". VAJTA told 
Source that he did not want to contact Otto as a French agent* 

10. VAJTA stated he wue so involved with the flapdburg family and the Austrian Mon- 
archist 0 ■* Count Frits ST02HER0 and a Certain (fm) AEDRKEPTA (?), ?fonarchiet 
leaders in Innsbruck - that with all these Monarchists and Hapeburgs leaving 
Austria, he was arrested again (formally) by the French. However, he was In- 
formed that this arrest woe only ft political aeon ewer. After seventeen days 
confinement, he was released and he immediately resumed hie work In the same 
capacity and a dinner was given him, at which General BOTRAJAED ard others 
attended. 

11. During hie stay in Incabruck and his deployment with the French, TAJTA told 
Source that CIC Austria made every effort to hare him extradited to the American 
Zone, Austria. He via a shown the requests sent by the America ns and also the 
French replies. The last reply was signed by General BETBOOARD, upon the de- 
cision of the French Foreign Office to refuse tho extradition. (Source* s coo- 
laarifct At no time did TAJTA mention that OSS, rfcich was requesting his extra- 
dition. ) 

12. VAJTA aald that tho French aa;ced him about the location of the Hungarian gold, 
but he could not inform them because he had never had orythir^ to do with the 
Hu/^aiian treasures. 

13. In the early fall of 1916, VAJTA was oent to Paris and the French Riviera to 
recuperate from an illness which was aggravated b;; his ooventeon day confine- 
ment in prison. !-hon he returned to Austria, he was given the assignment of 
organising two 8, Doc, bureaus for Balkan affaire, in tho French Zone of Genoa ry. 
Be accomplished this asoignrasnt, but he did not disclose to Source the nature 

of his help nor tho names of his collaborators. These two bureaus are still 
operating. 

lAo later, VAJTA was sent to Rome to contact Hungarians and amplify the French plan 
a-nong them and other Balkan refugees. He told Source that ho has a completely 
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free hand in his activity- Lbeu he came to Roae, 7AJB! co reacted British 
circles* Tho raieon, he said, is that the BrLtioh are interested in the Balkan 
problems in the aaao nanner as tho french, and cooperation between the British 
and french concerning Hungary and other Balkan countries io very possible* He 
stated he had seen British and french plana for future political orient at ion* 



15* VAJTA datrasd that he has a ’’gicup* of Hungarians, which consists of deputies 
of the foruacr Hungarian Parliament, viio are now living in Geraany and Austria* 

The group is divided into two sections, one political and tho other military o 
The military is under General Ferenc PARKAS, who is living in Landbsfcub, in tho 
American Zone of Germany. Recently, General OIAX, with whoa PARKAS has the 
oost "oaelieat” contacts, permitted him to proceed with his work of organizing 
the former Hungarian military people* The second section, the political, is 
heeded ly VAJTA* Oob of his chief collaborators was Janos STORff’Al-STlTZ* Be- 
cause he considered SETTS a stupid ^an, VAJTA, in order to get rid of him, as- 
signed hia os liaison tc Otto of Ikpsburg, and STTTr: is allegedly in the United 
States* 

16* The group, according to VAJTA, doee not agree entirely with Otto and the Hungar- 
ian Ifcnarchiste* However, If Otto will succeed In saving Hungary, then VAJTA's 
group will accept him. The aid of VAJTA *s group is a federate central Europe, 
and for this purp ose he is personally in constant contact with MACS? and hie 
secretary, 3ranko PE3BD, iaio KRIK, Karol BIDOft, and oaxy other Individuals from 
Vtfa eJtotearaarluai Gro up* He considers the Intenferlm a British sponsored project 
ondPollafi~TO5ago3? Ho does not agree entirely with tho Internarlua because tic 
role Hungary would have to play would b« vary difficult* VAJTA stated former 
Arrowcrossera have boon excluded from his group and the Intearmarluu* for ti is 
reason Colonel RADAS la no longer with the Intemariun* 

1?« VAJTA said his group and the Intenuarium are opposing Otto* a tactic, particularly 
the tone arx; policy of his Hungarian newspaper (Kronilta) in tho United States, 

This paper dill become a daily very soon, with a world-^dde distribution* VAJTA 
declared the roaeon t±y bo does not agree v&th tho vie*,© of tha newspaper is tint 
Otto 1 © policy is too conservative and anti-Seoetic* 

l£* A further ala of VAJTA *6 activities 1 b to obtain the release of the tbirty-fcix 
thousand Bangarion DP»s in Germany from the refqgeo caaf» and organ! so an emigra- 
tion far than to the South American countries* For his otm activities, he asserted, 
ho had tho cockle to baddi^ of *t>fce french Intelligence, and although be is cot a 
French citizen, ho is in poe session of tlie best French travel documexfcs* Fartlior- 
Eore, the type of 3arvioo in which he woe working was entirely anti-Conrmnist, 
and since the Fronct Parlinoant has been elected for five years, thqjr (the French 
Intelligence Service) are formulating plans for the next five years* The French 
know that the Sursta woo largely penetrated ty the Cocoarnists, but the "purlflcG- 
tion n ie no-v alccst completed. 



19* VAJTA bitterly criticised American policy in Austria and Germany, especially bo- 
causo the Americans iTure tho only nation ublch extradited fHxngerian war and po- 
litical criminals; the French and British refused* 



20* Tho reason for hie extradition from Italy because of a slur on the Italian Any 
he supposedly raado to the Gomans, VAJTA claimed, is not true* The real reason 
was that he made a ridiculous remark about UJSB0L1NI, which was intercepted by 
the Italians* Re has seen the records to this offset* 



21, CffJMEBTt The above was stimulated from a request by J3G1 far ary informations 
on Subject* JK11 chowed us a telegram from London quoting Lisbon that VAJTA vis 
working in Rome and attempting to revive, if not control, Intensarium* The cable 
also stated that VAJTA was living with a certain Pj gABAT A* According to JK11, 
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the latter is known to have been an Italian agen 
anti-British propaganda in 1937. 
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
